The Princess Charlotte of Wales, was born 
Jan. 7, 1796, aud married May 2, 1816. Her 
death must he a severe disappointment to the 
hopes of the British nation, as it renders it ex- 
tremely uncertain who w ill be the successor of the 
Prince Regent to the throne. [tis remarkable 
that although the twelve eldest children of the 
present king are all living, viz. seven sons and 
five daughters, the youngest of whom is more than 

forty years old, not one of them has a legitimate 


(child living. The succession goes, on the death 
of the Prince Regent, to the Duke of York, who 
is married to a daughter of the late king of Prussia, 
Chis Princess has never had any children, and is 
now fifty years old. The two next sons of the 
king, the Dukes of Clarence and Kent, have ne- 
ver been married. The Duke of Cumberland is 
married, but has no children. The Duke of Sus- 
sex was married in 1793, and had a son and 
daughter, but his marriage was not according te 
the forms required by law, and has been declared 
void, and his children are of course illegitimate. 
he Duke of Cambridge is not married, and, al- 
though the youngest of the king’s sons, is 43 years 
old. The eldest of the daughers of George Hl 
jisa widow. The Dutchess of Gloucester was 
married in 1816, and neither have any children. 
fhe three other daughters have never been mar- 
ried. The king has one nephew only, who is 41 
years of age, and one niece who is 44, and is un- 
married. 

There isone consequence of the death of the 
Princess Charlotte, of some political importance. 
The succession to the crown of the Kingdom of 
Hanover, which cannot go to a female, will proba- 
bly remain united with that of the kingdom of 
Great Britain. = Boston Daily ddv.

The funeral of the Princess Charlotte of Wales 
took place on the evening of the 19th of Novem- 
ber. It was attended by along procession, and 
concluded with a funeral service. ‘The body of 
the Princess was placed in a mahogany coffin, that 
inclosed in one of lead, which was put in an ou- 
ter coffin of mahogany, covered with crimson vel- 
vet, and formed into pannels with white plated 
nails, the lining of white satin. An urn con- 
taining the heart of the Princess was placed in 
a mahogany case—The coffins of the infant were 
like those uf the parent. 


‘The principal Prelates of the Church of England 
have paid visits of condolence to the Prince Re- 
gent and Prince Leopold: and funeral sermons 
have been delivered in nearly all the places of 
divine worship; and the day of the funeral was 
marked in most of the towns with appropriate 
ceremonies. 

Addresses of condolence are presented from 
many towns, &c. in England, to the Prince Re- 
gent, on account of the irreparable loss he and 
the nation have sustained. 

A Government Messenger has been sent from 
fingland to the Princess of Wales in Italy, to in- 
form her of the death of her daughter.
